Milwaukee, Oct; 15.—The would-be assassin of 
Theodore Roosevelt was held in $7,500 bail today on a 
charge of assault with intent to kill. There was no dis- 
order in the court room, the prisoner being safely behind 
the bars before the crowd seemed to realise what had 
happened. 
Judge Nelson ordered a chemical examination of 
the. remaining bullets" in the revolver, fearing that they 
might have contained poison. 


.Chicago, Oct. 15.—Colonel Theodore Roosevelt lies 
today in the Merey hospital, resting easily, after being 
the victim of a murderous attack by an insane New 
Yorker. Half a dozen of .the most noted and skilled sur- 
geons in Chicago, led by Dr. John B. Miirphy, made X-- 
ray examination of tne Colonel's around, and announc- 
ed that the bullet did not pierce the lungs, but bad 
lodged in tne ehest. They did no.t plan to operate tins 
morning. 
The official statement of the surgeons,. issued 
at 
10:30 o'clock, said, "Colonel Roosevelt's hurt is a deep 
bullet -wound of the chest wall, without striking any vi- 
ital organs in transit. 
The wound was not probed. 
The point of entrance was~tp the right and one inch be- 
low 'the level of the right nipple. The range of the bul- 
let was upward and a distance of four inches from the 
chest wall. There was no evidence of the bullet's pene- 
trating the lungs. Pulse, 90: temperature. 99.2; respira- 
tion. 20; Leucocyte count, .82, at ten o'clock. 
"No operation .to remove the bullet is indicated at 
the present time. The Colonel's condition is hopeful, 
but tire wound is so important as .to demand absolute 
rest for a number of days." 
The statement is signed by Dr. -John B. Murphv, 
Dr. Arthur B. Bevan, Dr. Scurry L. Terrell and Dr. R. 
J. Savler. 


ADVOCATE SPREADS THE NEWS. 


It was planned at first to allow 
the colonel to rest in his special car 
in the railroad yards, but Dr. Mur- 
phy vetoed this plan and he was bur- 
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ried .to the hospital, arriving here 
from Milwaukee at 6:30 a. m. The 
blood soaked garments and bullet 
pierced eye-glass case and a bundle

A large portion of the homes of Newark were 
acquainted with the fact of the assault upon Col- 
onel Roosevelt within an hour after it occurred, 
thanks to the enterprise of the Advocate. 


"When the Associated Press bulletins began to 
arrive, the Advocate's staff began telephoning the 
news to local theatres and club rooms, and posted 
bulletins in the Advocate windows every half 
hour, giving latest reports from Milwaukee. This 
enterprise was appreciated by the people of New- 
ark, hundreds of whom read the bulletins during 
the evening.

last night by headquarters officers who 
were called to quell the disturbance. 
Each was fined |5 and costs. 


Six drunks were arraigned, three 


being fined and the others dismissed 
Two loiterers, two prisoners held for 
investigation and one 
man charged 


with disorderly conduct on a railroad 
train, were dismissed from custody. 


The large number of cases dismissed 


was made necessary because of the 
crowded condition of the city prison. 
Monday's slate was as big as the one 
this morning and the accommodations 
In the prison are being: taxed by the 
increase in business.

Henry F. Cochens seized the man 
and held him until policemen came 
up. A mob surged around the pris-

The man. who is small of stature, 


admitted firing the shot and said 
that "any man looking for a third 
term ought to be shot.'' 
The colonel asked to nave the 


man brought to him, and when the 
would-be assassin was asked why he 
fired the shot no reply was offered. 


•Colonel Roosevelt stood up in his 
carriage and waved the crowd away 
when he started for the Auditorium. 
It is said that the colonel put his 
right hand underneath his coat and 
over his left breast. 
The man who is said to have fired 
the shot was whisked away in an 
automobile patrol wagon and landed 
in the central station. 
Five hundred people followed the 


patrol wagon, eager to get at 
the 


wan who did the shooting. 


The weapon used is said to have 


been a 32-caliber revolver. 
The man had on nis person a copy 


of the colonel's itinerary, written on 
a sheet of note paper taken from the 
Bismarck Hotel and Cafe, Nashville, 
Tenn. 
It is said Roosevelt felt no *pain at 
the time the shot was fired and was 
not aware that he was shot nntil he 
was on the way to the Auditorium, 
a hole in his 
overcoat, 
and 
he 


found that his shirt was soaked with 
blood. He insisted that he was not 
hurt badly. A superficial examina- 
tion of the wonnd was made when 
he arrived at the Auditorium, and 
three physicians then said that_ he 
was in no-immediate danger. 


The. shooting toqk^placei in Jthe 
street' in front of the Botel Gilpat- 
riek. 


Colonel Roosevelt reached Milwau- 


kee shortly after 5 o'clock and mak- 
ing his way through the crowd that 
had gathered at the station, entered 
an automobile and was driven to the 
hotel. He took dinner in a private 
dining room on the main floor with 
the members of the party on his 
private car. 


After 
dinner. 
Colonel RooseTelt 


went to his room on-the second floor 
of the hotel, and shortly before 8 
o'clock he started for the 
Auditor- 


ium. His automobile stood in front 
of the door and about it was a big 
crowd, waiting to catch a glimpse of 
the colonel as he started off. 


With the 
colonel were Philip 


Roosevelt, a Toung cousin, Mr. Co- 
chems, Mr. Martin and {Japtain Gir- 
ard. 


The crowd was pressed close ah out 
the eolo'nel and gave a cheer as he 
appeared. As the party approached 
the automobile, Colonel Roosevelt's 
companions stood aside and he step- 
per into the car, Martin 
entering 
directly behind him, and sat on the 
further side of the ear. 


Colonel Roosevelt stood up, wav- 


ing his hat in answer to the cheers 
of the crowd. 
The assassin was 


standing in the crowd, a few feet 
from the automobile. He pushed his 
way to the side of the car, and rais- 
ing his gun, fired. 


Martin caught the flash and leap- 


ed over the car a second after 
the 
bullet sped on its way . 


{Colonel Roosevelt barely moved 


as the shot was fired. 
Before the 


crowd knew 
what had 
happened, 


Martin, who is six feet tall and a 
former football player, had landed 
squarely on the assassin's shoulders 
and had borne him to the ground. 
He threw his right arm around the 
man's neck with a death-like 
grip 


and with his left arm seized the 
hand that held the revolver. In an- 
other second he had disarmed him. 


Colonel Roosevelt stood 
calmly 


looking on, as though nothing- had 
happened. Martin picked the man 
up as though he were a child and 
carried him the feet which 
separ- 


ated them from the car, almost up 
to the side of the colonel. 
"Here he is," said Martin, "look 
at him. colonel." 


All this happened within a 
few 


seconds aad Colonel Roosevelt stood 
gazing rather curiously at the man 
who attempted his life, before the 
stunned 
crowd realized what was 


going on. Then a howl of rage 
went up. 


"Lynch him! Kill him!'' cried a 


hundred men. The crowd pressed in 
on them and Martin and 
Captain 


Girard, who had 
followed 
Martin 


over the side 
of the 
automobile, 


were caught with their prisoner 
in 


the midst of a struggling throng of 
maddened men. It seemed for the 
moment that he would be torn in 
pieces by the infuriated men, and it 
was Colonel Roosevelt himself who 
intervened on his behalf. 


Roosevelt raised his hand and 


motioned to the crowd to fall hack. 


"Stop! stop I" he cried. 
"Stand 


back; don't hurt him."

As soon 
as Colonel Roosevelt had assured 
himself that the assassin was safe in 
the hands of the police, he gave or- 
der* to drire on to ;ae Auditorium. 


They had hardly driven one of the 


four blocks from -he hotel to the 
Auditorium, when John McGrath, 
another of Colonel Roosevelt's secre- 
taries, uttered a sharp _ exclamation 
and pointed, to the colonel's breast. 
'-Look, colonel." he said, "there is 
a hole in your overcoat." 


Colonel Roosevelt looked 
down, 


saw- the hole, then unbuttoned 
the 


big brown army coat which he was 
wearing and thrust his hand beneath 
it. 
When he withdrew it his fin- 
gers were atralned with blood. 


Colonel Roosevelt was not at all 
dismayed by his discovery. 


"It looks as though I had been 


hit," he said, "but I don't think it 
is anthing serious." 


Dr. Scurry Terrell 
of Dallas, 
Tex., Colonel Roosevelt's physician, 
who had entered the automobile just 
before it started off. insisted 
that 
the colonel return to the hotel. He 
would not hear of it however, and 
the car was driven on to the Audi- 
torium. 


As soon as they reached the build- 
ing Colonel Roosevelt was taken in- 
to a dressing room and his 
outer 
garments were removed. Dr. Terrell, 
with the help of Dr. John Stratton of 
Milwaukee and Dr. 3. 8. Sorenson of 
Racine. Wis., -who -were in the audi- 
ence and eame to the" dressing room 
on a call from the platform, made 
a superficial 
examination of 
the 


wound. They agreed that it was im- 
possible to hazard a guess as to the 
extent of the colonel's injuries, and 
that he should by all means go at 
once to a hospital. 
"I will deliver this speech or die. 
one or the other," was Colonel 
Roosevelt's reply. 


Despite the -protests of his physi- 
cians, the colonel strode out of the 
dressing room and onto the stage. 
big 
en-

ing his arrival. 
Colonel Roosevelt v*« uJtdreMed

Then slowly 
he -unbuttoned. h'is coat and placed 
his hand on nis breast. Those in the

After he-had been speak- 
ing a few minutes, 
however, his 


voice sank somewhat and he seemed 
to stand rathe- unsteadily.

"I'm going to finish this-speech," 
said the colonel emphatically. "I'm 
all right; let me alone."

The colonel continued 
his speech, evidently with increasing 


location of the bullet, and it was de- 
cided to send for an X-ray machine 
to determine to what depth the mis- 
sile had penetrated. 
While he was waiting for the X- 
ray machine Colonel Roosevelt sat 
on the operating table and 
talked

ians. 
The X-ray showed that the 


bullet lodged in the chest wall and 
did not penetrate the lung. 
In the meantime, hidden away in 
an inner room at the police station. 
Colonel Roosevelt's assailant was be- 
ing subjected to a rigid examination. 
He, refused stubbornly to give an ac- 
count of himself

Clippings found in the man's pock- 
et showed that he had studied Col. 
Roosevelt's Itinerary carefully, with 
the evident intention of selecting the 
Jlace at which he might accomplish 
what, he had in mind. 


There were notes saying that the 


man had been visited in a dream by 
the spirit of William McKinley. who 
had said, indicating Colonel Roose- 
velt, "This is my murderer, avenge 
my death." 


The would-be assassin is five feet 


five inches in height weighs 170 
Dounds. light complexion, bald, fair- 
ly well dressed. When he confessed 
to the police that he fired the shot 
he made the remark: 


"Any man looking for a 
third 


term ought to be shot." •" 
It was said at the Gilpatrick Ho- 


tel, while Colonel Roosevelt was at 
dinner, a short, dark man. about' 40 
years old. made four attempts 
to 


e;ain admission to the dining room, 
being turned away each time. Those 
who saw him said that'he bore no 
resemblance to Schrenk. Prom this 
circumstance, the report gained cur- 
rency that two men were engaged in 
the attempt to "take Colonel Roose- 
velt's life. 
The police 
last night 


were unable to gain 
any evidence 
to bear out this theory. 


Mr. Martin, to whom Colonel 


Roosevelt perhaps owes his life, told 
the" story of his adventure; 


"I walked down stairs with the 
colonel and out to the car," he said, 
'and had taken my seat before any- 
thing happened. As Colonel Roose- 
Telt was standing in the car, waving 
his hand to the crowd, the flash of 
metal caught my eye. 
"I did not stop to think what I was 


doing, and Before I really knew if 
jumped over the side of the car and 
had my arm around the neck of a 
man I had hardly seen. Everything 
seemed to happen at once. 


"There was a flash, a sound of a 


shot, and I was on the floor with the 
man. 
I threw one arm about his 


neck and held him fast. At the same 
time I caught his gun band with my 
free tiand and wrenched the revolver 
from him. He struggled for a minute 
but in spite of the fact that he was 
acting like a madman he did not keep 
up the fight long, and with the .help 
of Captain Girard I soon had him un- 
der control. 


"I picked the man up and held him 


where Colonel 
him." 'The poor 
colonel. 


"I put the revolver into my pocket 


and began to drag the man out of the 
crowd, which was on us in a minute, 
struggling to get at the prisoner. 


"The colonel saw that the man was 


in danger, and it was his act which 
saved him. He told the crowd to 
stand back, and they did. Captain 
Girard and I dragged him into the 
hotel and turned him over to the 
police. 


"We came back to the automobile 


and started for the Auditorium. As we 
were riding along McGrath called the 
colonel's attention to a hole in his 
overcoat, Colonel Roosevelt unbot- 
toned his coats. 


"Why, I'm bleeding," he said, but he 


insisted that his wound was not ser- 
ious and that he must not disappoint 
the crowd at the Auditorium. So we 
drove on." 


Martin exhibited the revolver which 


he had captured from the assassin. It 
was a large weapon, evidently newly 
purchased, of 38 caliber. 
For an hour or more a large crowd 


stood in Sycamore street outside the 
hospital, awaiting the news of Colonel 
Roosevelt's condition. The statement 
of the attending physicians was taken 
out and read aloud. The crowd started 
a cheer, but it was suppressed for fear 
that the noise might annoy the col- 
onel. Reassured by the news, the peo- 
ple for the most part walked off.

When Colonel Roosevelt was presi- 
dent he roamed about Washington and 
its environs in complete disregard of 
harm. 
Often he slipped away from 
the secret service guard which invari- 
ably followed him and lost his pro- 
tectors for hours. On such occasions 
tie would turn up happily at the White 
House and the secret service men 
would come later, tramping in weary 
and bedraggled. 
It was popular report that the 


colonel always went armed and some 
of his friends said he had often de- 
clared any assassin who reached him 
would have to be quicker than he. 


During bis administration the usual 


line of cranks who beset the White 
House and the executive offices were 
as active as they have been during the 
administration of any other president, 
Jut from none of them was he ever in 
danger, so far as ever became public- 
ly known. 
The secret service has a way of 


minimizing or completely denying 
stories of attacks or attempts on the 
lives of those whom it has to guard, 
on the theory that publication of one 
attempt upon the life of a public -man 
usually induces more. Only recently 
the" White House was publicly denying 
a public report that an infernal ma- 
chine had been sent "to President Taft 
and had been intercepted in delivery 
by one of the White House secretaries.
